‘TheOuly Solation 


qn this columa a few weeks aga, some attention was devoted to the 
subject of the Canadian Banking system and the relations existing between 
the Banks on the one hand and the public on the other hand—the public 
being divided into two groups, those who placed money on deposit in the 
Banks and those who borrowed money from the Banks. At that time the 
principle was upheld that a Bank's first duty was to its depositors, that is, to 
those from whom it had accepted money and for whom it undertook to act 
as a trustee of the funds thus entrusted to it.” 

It was further pointed out that the loaning power of a Bank depended 
upon the volume of its deposits, and that, if a Bank failed to adequately pro- 
tect its depositors, it would very quickly lose them and hence have no 
money to loan. It may be that there are still some people laboring under 
the delusion that a Bank carries on a loaning business out of its paid-up 
capital and accumulated reserves, but it only requires a very casual study 
of the Monthly -Banking Returns to reveal the fact that tht total paid-up 
capital and reserves of all the chartered Banks in Canada is equivalent to 
only a small fraction of the amount of money they have out in loans to the 
people. This means that the Banks have loaned the money received by 
them by way of deposits, retaining in cash on hand/only sufficient to meet 
any demands which depositors may make upon them from day to day. 

Such a system—and it is the only sound and safe banking system—~ 
forces upon Banks the necessity when “hard times” and “financial etringen- 
cies" arise to curtail credits, because it is inevitable that it is during just 
such periods that (1) the making of deposits. drop to a low mark, and, (2) 
that those who have moncy on deposit have to draw some of it for use. 
There ts only one thing for the Banks to do in order to protect their de- 
positors and be in a position to honor all cheques drawn upon them, and 
that is (o curtail credits and reduce loans, 

In a very notable address before the Saskatchewan Grain Growers’ con- 
vention at Moose Jaw early in February, Hon..C. A, Dunning, Provincial 
Treasurer, not oply very clearly outlined the above situation, but he demon- 
strated, apparently to the satisfaction of his big audience, why a Federal 
Banking system is the only one in which the people of the West can look 
for satisfactory results. The West isa seasonal country. In the Fall and 
early Winter, when the grain crop is harvested and largely marketed, the 
bulk of the people havennoncy. It is at that time the farmers pay, their 
bills, interest on Ioan$ and mortgages, and when the better established 
facmers place money on deposit in the Banks. At that season few farmi- 
crs, comparatively speaking, require credit, unless it be for the speculative 
purpose of holding their graiff for arise in the market price. 

At other periods of the ycar, farmers are not making deposits, but are 
either gradually withdrawing money they had on deposit cr are asking 
credit. 

In other words, at the one period of the year when a purely local or 
Provincial Bank would have money on deposit which could be used for 
foaning purposes, the demand for credit is at a minimum, while the period 
when loans are most urgently required is the time when deposits are not 
being made, but are reduced to the lowest figure. It will be scen, there- 
fore, that a purely local Western Bank would never be able to function as 
a grcat loaning institution at the very time when loans were imperatively 
required. Under the Federal system, on the other hand, a surplus of 
money on deposit in ne section of the country can be used in another sec- 
tion where it may be required, money fiqwing Back and forth, or in a circle, 
with the varying seasonal requirements of all sections’ 

Mr. Dunning, therefore, held outsno hope of the establishment cf pure- 
ly Western agricultural Banks. On the other hand, while frankly stating 
that the present Canadian Banking system was ‘well designed to meet the 
needs of commerce—and it was for that purpose it was originally created— 
Mr, Dunning admitted it had its weaknesses from the Western agricultural 
standpoint. The remedy, however, was, in his opinion, to be found in the 

- making of certain amendments to the Banking Act which would enable 
Banks to accept certain securities now prohibited to them and thereby 
make possible the extension of larger and better credit terms to farmers. 

Many of the more far-seeing Western bankers realized the necessity cf 
such amendments, and would favor them, Mr. Dunning? therefore, advised 
the farmers to urge stich amendments when the Banking Act came up for 
its decennial revision a year or two hence, rather than to persist in the im- 
practicable demand for the establishment of local or Provincial Banks in 
the Western Proyinees created for the specific purpose of meeting the 
credit needs of agriculture. This was impossible in a country where 75 per 
cent. of the people were engaged in a seasonal occupation. The present

The seed branch works a the

This branch also administers 
the Seed Control Act, and at the last 
session of parliament the adminfSira- 
tion of the Commercial [‘ceding Stuffs 
Act was also placed under the charge

There.are four divisions in the seed 


ranch, ngmely: Seed ‘Testing Divi- 


sion, Seed Inspection Division, Seed 
Markets Division, Sced Purchasing 
Commission. 

The Sced Testing Division main- 
tains and operates Government Seed 
Laboratories at Ottawa, Winnipeg 
and Calgary, where purity analyses 
and germination tests of sced sam- 
ples for farmers, secd merchants and 
institutions are carriedon. Official 
samples taken by customs officers 
from seed importations, by seed in- 
spectors under the Seed Control Act, 
and for special investigations are also 
tested at these Jaboratories.~ <A 
great deal of investigational and re- 
search worl: with seeds has been car- 
ricd out during the past few years, and 
some valuable work connected with 
the micro-anahytical tests of feeding 
stuffs has also been brought to a fav- 
ofable conclusion, 

‘The Seed ‘Inspection Division en- 
forces the Seed Control*Act. The 
inspectors connected with this divi- 
sion inspect seed grain and fibre flax- 
seed received into, and shipped from 
government élevators or other ware- 
houses by the Seed Purchasing Com- 
mission, or other dealers. | Certain 
importation regulations ‘are applied, 
and gencrat quality standards for the 
various grades of clover and grass 
seeds have also been fixed. Samples 
submitted to the secd laboratories for 
test are graded and reported on by 
this division. 

The Seed: Markets Division com- 
piles and issues semi-monthly seed 
market reports, prepares and distrib- 
utes lists of reliable seed. importers 
in other parts of the empire and for- 
cégn countries. It also ‘supervises 
the administration of the subventions 
paid by the Seed Branch to the vari- 
ous provinces in connection with seed 
fairs arid field crop competitions. Dur- 
ing the wat years this, division, in 
collaboration with the Division of 
Forage Plants of the Expcrimental 
Farms Branch, also arranged for the 
production of a large quantity of field 
root seed of which at that time it was 
anticipated there would be a serious 
shortage. Advertising and other 
means are resorted to in order to 
bring about the extension of markets 
for Canadian seed. 

The Seed Purchasing Commission 
has now been in operation for some 
four years. It was originally estab- 
lished as a war measure in order to is- 
sure a supply of good seed for farin- 
ers in certain areas which had been 
devastated by drought or other causes, 
and has been in operation since that 
time.’ This commission purchases, 
stores, cleans and distributes at cost 
inspected sced of good quality to 
those districts where there is a seed 
shortage. It has already done a 
business of over three million dollars 
per year. he & 

The outside work —of the Seed 
Branch is carried on by a field staff 
of inspectors. For the purposes of 
administration the Dominion is div- 
ided into six districts, cach of which 
has a district seed inspector in charge. 
The officers in these districts are oc- 
cupied with seed inspection, inspect- 
ing field crops, obtaining market in- 
formation, judging seed and address- 
ing meetings. 

It is anticipated that the new Com- 
mercial Feeding Stuffs Act will be 
put-into operation early in the com- 
ing year, and this of course necessi- 
tate a large increase in the activities’ 
of the Seed Branch.

Negotiations For Conference Between 
Governments of Alberta and 
British Columbia, 

A delegation from the north coun- 
try has laid before the Alberta Gov- 
ernment an appeal that another $500,- 
000 be spent to make effective the 
$1,000,000 already invested in the rail- 
way bridge across the Peace River 
and the grade beyond. An extension 
of the Central Canada Railway from 
Peace River to Vanrena following the 
grade west from the end of the 
bridge, is what is sought, and facts 
and figures were given to show’ that 
unless such an extension was made 
for at least 15 or 20 miles, there 


would be an exodus of discouraged 


and financially broken settlers within 
the next year or two. 

Railway extension in the north 
country is now definitely before the 
government. Negotiations are pend- 
ing for a conference between the gov- 
ernments of Alberta and British Col- 
umbia,. in regard to extending the 
railway from Spirit River into the 
Pouce Coupe country. The govern- 
ment of British Columbia is taking 
the initiative in this case.

‘Shipped to United States 


Wheat Value ‘at "$287, 439.85: Shipped 

During: the Month of ‘January. 

Nearly . 200,000 - bushels - of’ wheat! 
valued at $287,439.85, were shipped to 
the United States from. tlie province 
of Alberta during the ‘month ‘of Janu- 
ary, according to S.C. Reat, United 
States consul. As compared’ with 
the corresponding month last year 
tltis is a very large increase,  Int- 
creases arc also shown in the export 
of flour, oats and shorts, while a‘de- 
crease in the number of cattle ship- 
ped is recorded, due toa large extent 
to the unusually mild winter experi- 
enced-throughout the province.

The Increased Subscription Prices 
Shown fo be Fully Justified. - 

Out in Nebraska recently the com- 
mittee on public utility information 
considered the status of the news- 
paper ficld with particular reference 
to the fact that while costs in many 
factorics are decreasing, the subscrip- 
tion. prices and advertising rates of 
newSpapers are increasing. 

The committce found, after a seri- 
ous investigation, that the situation is 
justified.and that unless the incomes 
-of many newspapers are permitted to 
be increased the papers -will -be forc- 
ed to suspend. The explanation for 
this situation is not difficult. 

A newspaper is not so much the 
product of manual labor as it is the

sight. To maintain a certain stand- 
ard the paper must employ a certain 
staff. 

; Through good times or bad the 
standard of the newspaper must be 
maintained. 

Its costs continue through hard 
times as in good times, It must’ pro- 
duce a product which is up to stan- 
dard. The cost,of such a standard is 
tixed; beyond that it is only a ques- 
tion of volume, and. in the question 
of volume, as-has been explained, the 
rural newspaper frequently loses, 

The big dailies ‘may be able to 
adjust their costs to changing times, 
but for the country town publisher 
it is an impossibility—The Fourth 
Estate.

The common conception of the 
Peace River District in Northern Al- 
berta is that of a semi-arctic region’ 
as yet only half-explored, progressing 
but slowly at the cost of the toil and 
privation of pioneers, a country of the 
future possibly--but a future yet re- 
mote. 


Against this stagds the fact that a 
hundred years ago, when the wealth 
of this northern area was apparently 
realized, when the Hudson’s Bay 
Company had established posts 
throughout the region and were tak- 
ing from it furs of inestimable worth, 
the plains to the south, now the great- 
est contributor to the world’s granary 
and meat market, were considered as 
barre vasts fit only for the buffalo 
and the coyote and of no value in 
comparison to the obvious richness 
of the north. 

In western history the fact stands 
out that as far back as 1876, when the 
agricultural productivity of the west 
was yet problematical, wheat grown 
at' Tort Chipewyan, a post established 
by Roderick Mackenzie, a cousin of 
the great explorer of the same name, 
secured the first prize at the Centen- 
nial Exposition at Philadelphia. This 
was followed up by another record 
in 1893, when the prize-winning: wheat 
at the Chicago World’s Fair came 
from the Shaftesbury Settlement, fif- 
teen miles from Peace River Cross- 
ing. | 
Following the settlement which has 
taken place in the past few years, the 
names, of Grande Prairie, Pouce 
Coupe, Spirit River, Fort Vermilion 
and Lake Saskatoon have become re-. 
nowned in western lore from their 
productive capabilities, whilst that 
large region from the Whitemud Riv- 
er to Dunyegan Crossing as far west 
as Fort St. John, and Hudson’s Hope 
in British Columbia, has proved’ its 
agricultural worth after years of suc- 
cesses.

A Story of the Sea 


' 


Is Unique Among the After-the-War 
Narratives. 
In a great many ways Mr, Archi- 


bald Hurd’s book, “A Merchant Fleet, 


at War,” is unique among the after- 
the-war narratives... In actual fact it 
is a record, at times so conservative 
as to be almost an official report, of 
the war activities of the Cunard com- 
pany. But concise and exact as is 
its record of actual cvents, it con- 
tains certain passages which are epic. 

Consider, for example, this extract 
from page 103. 

“It was on March 27, 1917, at cight 
o'clock in the evening that the 
Thracia, Captain R. Nicholas, while 
on a voyage with ore from Bilbao to 
Ardrosson, was sunk at sight and 
without warning, leaving only one 
survivor. Disappearing in one min- 
ute, those on board were left with no 
possible chance of saving their lives 
and it was only by a miracle that 
Cadet Douglas Duff, a boy of 16 
years of age, was Ieft to tell the tale. 
He succeeded in saving his life by 
clinging for sixteen hours to the keel 
of a capsized boat, during the carly 
part of which time he was scen and 
jeered at by the crew of the submar- 
ine. One of them, indced, raised a 
rifle and.aimed at him, whereupon he 
shouted, perhaps charactecristically of 
the service to which he belonged— 
‘Shoot and be damned to you’ It 
seems to us all that all the romantic 
stories of the sea that ever were! told, 
from Casabianca to Trafalgar Bay

Michae} Bulka, of Chicago, has in- 
vented remarkable astronomical 
clock which, in a season when many 
new models of clocks have been ex- 


hibited, has attracted much scientific 
gf 


a 


interest. 

In a glass dome on top of it are a| 
miniature sun, carth and moon whose 
movements duplicate those of these 
bodies in the heavens. The sun re- 
mains stationary but the carth turns 
on its axis, the moon revolves around 
the carth and both planets circle the 
sun. The globe representing thé 
sun and moon are coated with phos- 
phorus and show the nights and days 
and the various phases of the carth’s 
satellite. Eclipses of the sun and 
moon are clearly indicated. 

The amazing thing about ig is that 
the earth revolves every twenty-four 
hours and the carth and moon take 
twelve months to complete their cir- 
cle about the sun while marking off 
the four season. While these plan- 
etary movements are visible, a dial 
on the face of the clock records the 
changes in days, weeks, months and 
years. Another dial records time; as 
ordinary clocks do, in minutes and 
hours. 

For all its complicated mechanism, 
the clock is of ordinary size and not 
too cumbersome to occupy the cus- 
tomary place on a mantelpiece,
